Perfectly  uudeistaiid  this  that  the 
advent  of  Pierola  into  power  means  nothing  else 
but  a  sure  recogiiiiion  ol  ihe  claims  for  above 
ji^2,ooo,ooo  sterling,  ie]>eate(lly,  hut  hitlierio  vain- 
ly, put  foiwardby  Messrs.  Dreylus  Preres,  wliose 
lians^actions  with  the  Peruvian  goveriinienls  have 
been  a  cuise  lo  ihe  country.  'I'hat  these  c)  lims  are 
unju-^t  there  cannol  be  the  slightest  ihnilit,  both 
Congress  nnd  llie  law  courts  haviiii;  rejected  litem 
on  several  occasions.  I  would  here  remind  you 
tliat  in  liiSo  Pieioln,  havin-  a-suinetl  ilictaiorinl 
powers  and  tisen  lo  the  Presidency  wiih  the  finan- 
cial suppoit  of  Jlessrs.  Dreyfus  Frore.s,  and  find- 
ing he  could  not  obtain  by  fair  means  for  that  tnin 
an  awnid  on  their  ficliti.ius  claims,  aclually  coii- 
siiuiled  a  special  financial  tribunal  by  a  uka.-i.- 
which  he  foiced  trhougli,  in  which  the  demands  of 
Messrs.  Dreyfus  wece  accejited  nnd  acknowledged 
In  iSSi,  when  Pierola  w.is  oveitlirowii,  the  next 
government  refused  to  recognise  hi.s  aihitrary  pro- 
ceedini's,  .^nd  Me.ssrs.  Dievlus  have  had  lo  wait 
paiienlly  for  fourleen  years  for  ihe  return  to  power 
ofPieiola.  Messrs.  Dreyfus  again  financed  him. 
but  not  lo  such  an  extent  as  may  be  imagined;  fin- 
he  ol-tained  money  by  a  special  issue  of  ivliai  were 
c.illed  coalition  bonds  lo  the  extent  ul  2,000,000 
soles,  at  a  discount  of  60  per  cent.,  t.l  which 
MessLs.  Dreyfus  took  their  sliate.  Nothiii"  now 
remains,  so  far  as  Messrs.  Dreyfus  are  concerned, 
but  /or  Pierola  to  again  force  these  claims  Ihrouidi 
Couijress.  Will  he  be  able  to  do  it,  you  ask  ?  Tirnt 
's  a  quesiion  I  cannot  answer  for  tlie  moment 
\\hen  I  took  up  the  reins  of  government  the 
country  was  financially  in  a  terribly  b.-id  slate,  but 
1  had  every  hope  of  putting  things  in  satisfactory 
condition  when  ihe  revolution  broke  out.  There 
seems  very  little  hope  of  Peru  ever  regaining  her 
feel,  and  ihe  prospect  of  the  Dreyfu.s  demands  ever 
heing  settled  kills  the  last  vestige  of  credit  my 
dear  country  might  ever  hope  to  obtain.  It  is  true 
we  have  inmiense  resources,  but  our  railways  and 
most  ol  our  mines  are  practically  no  loncer  our  I 
property.  "  |

ARGENTINA  AND  CHILI.'' 

Many  of  the  better  informed  Argentines  know 
periecily  well  ihat  in  case  of  a  naval  encounter 
with  the  Chilians,  and  in  spite  of  superiority  of 
conslrucliiiii,  number,  armament  and  the  rest,  we 
should  l)e  worsted,  and  our  superiority  would  only 
make  defeat  more  shameful  ;  and  this  because  the 
Chilians  are  accustomed  to  take  their  seamanship 
seriously,  to  work  hard  and  go  to  sea  continually, 
ami  ihey  take  pride  in  ihe  perfect  condition  of 
their  ships,  the  crews  of  which  are  all  Chilians 
wilh  the  exception  of  a  few  Fnglish  engineers. 

If  the  order  is  given  in  Argentina  for  ships  tn 
put  to  se.i,  three  months  are  required  for  prepara- 
lion,  and  even  then  after  the  ships  have  really 
sailed  with  a  fixed  piogramme,  Uds  is  never 
carried  out.  The  coal  is  bad  and  Ihere  is  not 
enough  of  it,  the  provisions  supplied  by  dishonest 
purveyors  are  uneatable,  and  a  thousand  other 
excuses  are  found  fur  returning  to  port  and  re- 
suming the  normal  life  of  a  navy  at  anchor. 
Without  coaling  ports,  with  an  incompetent  and 
corrupt  administration  of  naval  ofRcers,  without 
transports,  so  neces.sary  nn  adjunct  in  case  of  war, 
nobody  can  imagine  for  Hie  Argentine  navy  any 
better  fortune  than  that  which  has  lately  befallen 
the  Chinese. 

Chili  has  coal  in  abundance,  she  possesses  a 
fleet  of  large  and  swift  transports  ready  to  arm  in 
a  lew  hours,  and  is  ready  to  enter  upon  a  naval 
war  wilh  a  stronu  probability  of  victory  even  over 
a  foe  possessed  of  far  superior  eiements. 

The  Arcenline  army  is  in  very  lilile  better  con- 
dition. There  are,  it  is  true,  100,000  Mauser 
rifles  in  tlie  arsenal,  but  the  troops  don't  know  how 
10  use  them.  The  regiments  exist  on  paper  only, 
the  soldiers  are_  wretched  fed,  badly  dressed, 
equally  badly  equipped,  and  possess  the  vaguest 
idea  of  discipline.  The  officers  of  tlie  army  are 
the  same  as  in  the  navy,  there  are  a  few  who  work 
and  aspire  to  serve  their  country,  nnd  these  aie 
looked  down  u])on  by  their  supctiors,  who  march 
round  hillol  goM  slripe?:,  twisting  their  moustaches 
and  thinking  thai  id  place  the  army  oti  a  proper 
fooling  would  give  iliem  a  great  deal  more  work 
than  ihey  ate  inclined  to  uiideriake. 

A  few  enlliusiasls  seem  tn  think  that  in  case  of 
war  nnmhers  of  foreigners  would  j^in  the  Argeii- 
line  side,  but  tliis  may  he  laken  mm  grauo  sal'u. 
Seeing  the  burdens  placed  to-day  upon  the 
shoulders  of  ihe  fu'eigner  in  llie  provinces,  where 
heavy  taxes  are  imposed  by  corrupt  and  despotic 
governors,  it  is  impossible  not  to  see  that  the 
foreigner  would  rather  rejoice  at  a  change  which 
would  redound  to  his  commercial  ailvaiilage,  and 
free  him  from  provincial  tyranny. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Ch'ihan  ai'my,  smn'l  .^^ 
it  is,  is  composed  of  men  who  study  the  latest 
and  smallest  drtails  and  improvements  in  the 
German  and  French  armies.  Besitles  this  the 
Chilians  have  seen  many  bailies  during  ihe  last 
ihree  years,  while  since  llie  last  campaign  against 
the  Indians,  which  was  a  war  of  extermination 
under  the  orders  of  General  Roca,  the  Argentine 
army  has  had  no  occasion  to  be  put  to  theVoof. 
iinr  has  it  been  even  exercised  in  thevarii>us  tactics 
which  are  ahsniulely  necessary  in  view  of  uo.ssible 
war  with  Chili. 

A  correspondent  of  La  Nacion  who  was  recentlv 
m  Chili,  speaks  of  tlie  Chilian  soldier  in  the  high- 
est terms,  and  with  regard  to  die  DlTicers  tliere"  i> 
not  the  smallest  doubt  that  tliev  aie  far  more 
oomiieteni  lh;m  the  Argentines.  General  Korner, 
to  whom  Chili  owes  its  present  excellent  military 
condilioii.  is  I)y  no  means  a  contemptible  authority 
anil  know.s  thoroughly  how  In  create  good  srddiers 
.md  efficient  oncers.  He  believes  tlut  the  Chihans 
are  at  the  head  of  the  South  Am 
that  tliey  pnssess  what  the  Arge 
viz.  ;  discipline. 

Thesalvalioii  of  the  Argentine  republic  lies,  in 
my  opinion,  first,  in  the  cnndiig  of  the  party  which 
IS  called  hiilcpendent.  These,  if  their  protesta- 
tions are  sincere,  will  not  become  the  accomplices 
nt  those  functionaries  who  are  dishonest.  Secondly, 
m  the  revisiim  of  llie  constitution  and  tlie  abolition 
of  all  ihe  useless  paraphernalia  of  provincial  gov- 
einnienls,  with  iheir  ministers,  parliaments,  and 
other  dependencies,  which  are  nothing  more  than 
excuses  for  the  employment  of  those  who  will  not 
work,  but  live  like  parasites  ujion  the  body  politic, 
wasting  the  money  which  should  be  used  to  further 
the  progress  of  the  country.  The  system  of  cen- 
tralised government  such  as  is  adopted  in  Mexico 
and  Chili  is  best  atlapted  for  this  republic.

futuie  time  the  aclual  position  of  foreign  fire  in- 
surance companies  in  Art;eiiliiia,  their  real  bearing 
ui.nn  the  country's  prosperilv,  aiifl  the  incidence  ol 
laxati.m  which  is  matic  lo  fall  upon  lliem  most 
unlaoly  and  iinconstilulioii.dly  in  order  lo  protect 
the  so-c.illcd  national  com])anic.s. 

Tlie  iiosilion  of  .1  fuieif^n  cc.mi)any  as  compared 
with  what  we  willeall  for  ibe  sake  ol  brevity  a

liul,  we  may  be  t(dd,  if  you  are  .so  conlident  lliat 
this  iegi.slalioii  is  nucou.stiUiiional,  why  not  appeal 
10  die  Supreme  Couri  ol  Justice?  Well,  simply 
because,  and  this  our  woilhy  legislators  know, 
aliliougb  we  might  i^et  justice,  it  wmild  probably 
be  so  lardy  and  so  cosily,  thai  it  is  beiler  for  the 
loreijin  ctmipanies  to  liobl  on  as  long  as  they  can,

A  year  or  two  ago  it  was  proposed  to  tax  the 
}irotils  of  joint  stock  companies  hi  Argentina  7  per 
cent,  and  10  per  cent,  upon  those  of  banks,  and 
such  a  howhvns  raised  throughout  the  country  that 
the  l.w  was  repealed  or  modified,  but  when  foreign 
lite  insurance  companies  are  mulcted  as  we  Iiave 
shown  above,  not  a  voice  is  raised,  and  we  even 
hear  that  Dr.  Achaval  and  some  o(  his  colleagues 
in  the  licensing  department  o(  the  nation  conteni. 
plate  a  still  further  increase  for  next  year. 

We  would  remind  Dr.  Acllaval  that  though  he 
may  succeed  in  Iiis  endeavor  to  make  it  impossible 
(ur  foreign  companies  to  work  in  Argentina,  he 
cannot  prevent  either  properly  or  persons  being 
ln^n^ed  by  foreign  companies  from  without  tlie 
republic,  and  that  if  he  could  he  would  be  inflict- 
ing  a  death-blow  to  the  commerce  of  his  country, 
wliile  the  only  result  which  may  very  possibly  ac- 
crue from  a  persistence  in  the  policy  wliich  he  is 
said  to  advocate,  vvill  be  tiie  retirement  of  the  for- 
eign fire  offices  from  the  country  lo  the  immense 
detriment  o(  the  insured,  nnd  ihe  considerable  loss 
i.f  the  government  and  the  nation. 

In  our  previous  niticle  we  endeavored  lo  show 
iliat  Ihe  bulk  of  the  insurance  of  the  property  of 
any  country  must  come  from  without,  either  direct 
or  by  reinsurance,  and  a  very  little  serious  study  of 
the  insurance  question,  would  inevitably  convince 
atiy  man  of  ordinaty  aliainmenls  that  ihe  present 
treatment  of  foreign  insurance  by  the  Argentine 
government  is  both  fonlisli  and  unfair,  but  unfor- 
tunately neither  ministers  nor  chiefs  of  depart- 
ments noi- legislators  will  study  anything  beyond 
llieir  own  conception  of  the  iuieresls  of  the  coun- 
try, andtherelore  it  is  a  hopeless  task  for  the  for- 
eigner to  altempt  to  gel  a  hearitig. 

And  Ihe  injustice  is  all  the  more  glaring, 
because  in  their  anxiety  to  protect  native  insur- 
Tiiice  companies,  which  are  for  the  most  part 
foreign  in  everything  except  the  fact  of  having 
been  formed  in  the  country,  our  legislators  will 
,nnf  allow  foreign  companies  ,tO' nationali^ie  their 
branch  offices  hy  iiivestitTg  capital  and  forming 
hical  boards  here,  hut  demand  tlie  impossihk 
condition  that  in  order  in  be  ctmsidered  "national" 
the  foreign  company  which,  is  probably  work- 
ing'all  over  the  woi  Id,  shall  transplant  its  entire 
capital  and  home  office  to  Buenos  Aires. 

Tiiat  is  to  say,  all  this  exlorlionate  taxation 
is  imposed  upon  foreign  insurance  companies 
on  the  pretext  that  they  do  not  invest  capital, 
as  do  the  native  companies',  in  the  Argentine 
repulilic,  while  the  investmejii  of  a  snm  equal 
to  all  the  paid  up  capital  of  all  the  native 
companies  together  would  not  suffice  to  admit 
a  single  foreign  company  under  liie  present  law.

Iheie   must    lie   no  allowing   tlie   heat   to 
go   down    to  a   low   ebb.     Keep,  nn   the    Heat  so 
that  the  room  may  be  comforiablv  warm,  witliout 
heing  oppressively  hot. 

Now,  as  regards  medicines.  There  is  no 
lack  of  advisers  here,  and  if  in  multitude  of 
counsellurs  wisdom  be  found,  influenza  ought 
CO  he  a  disease  easily  ireaied  enough.  I  don't 
linnk  we  have  any  "specific"  or  ex.act  cure  for 
It,  but  I  see  no  harm  in  advising  that  those 
who  .-xre  so  minded  may  irv  a  very  simple  plan 
of  ireaiment,  which,  a  phy.sician  lelis  us.  he  has 
found  remarkably  successful.  It  is  ihis  :  — 
Every  three  or  four  hours  give  the  patient 
thirty  grains  of  bicarbonate  of  polasli  in  milk 
or  water.  The  effect  of  this  is  said  to  be  thai 
of  diminishing  the  fever,  and  of  brin-ino  about 
a  cure  quickly.  There  is  no  reason  "wirv  any-  I 
Iwdy  should  not  try  tins  cure  at  le.is'.  'if  any 
other  medicine  is  preferred,  then  iry  this  mix- 
lure:  Si-irit  of  nitrous  ether,  half-an-ounce ; 
liqnor  ol  the  perchloride  of  iron  ( 3tra:;g  ),  half' 
a-drachm;  ipecacuanha  wine,  one  dr.nchm  ■' line- 
inre  of  opium,  t.venty  minims:  givcerine,  half- 
an-onnce;  water  lo  make  up  six  ounces.  Label- 
"A  tablespoonful  every  two  hour^  when  the 
mfi.uenza  is  in  an  acute  stage.  ''  The  tincture 
of  opium  may  he  left  out  if  there  is  much 
cough  or  lung  irritation.  If  the  coii-I,  js  very 
troublesome  let  the  patient  inhale  the  steam  of 
2  pint  ot  very  hot  water  to  which  a  teasooonfu! 
of  Fnars   babam    lias    been    added.     Later    on

wiigh  remains,  cloihe  him  warmly,  give  him 
cod  oil  emulsion  after  food,  and  a  leaspoonful 
ot  the  following  in  water,  thrice  daily :- Chlo- 
rodyne.  syrup  of  squills,  and  ipecacuanha  wine. 
of  each  one  drachm;  glycerine  to  make  up  two 
ounces.  '

We  are  glad  to  note  the  circumstance 
that  tlie  minister  of  finance  lias  declined 
to  be  responsible  for  the  customary  ap- 
propriation Tor  "immigration  and  coloni- 
zation", which  his  colleague  in  the  depart- 
ment or  industry  estimates  for  next  year 
at  the  very  respectable  sum  of  10,521,000$. 
The  minister  points  out  with  unanswerable 
logic  that  as  the  states  now  collect  the 
export  taxes  for  themselves,  they  should 
bear  by  themselves  the  expenses  incurred 
in  the  introduction  of  laborers.  And  lie 
might  have  gone  several  steps  further  in 
this  question  with  equal  justice  and  force. 
The  public  lands  have  been  turned  over  to 
the  states  and  they  are  now  in  full  control 
of  their  own  domestic  aflairs.  It  is  proper 
therefore  that  they  should  bear  the  whole 
expense  of  their  local  governments,  in' 
eluding  all  expenses  incurred  in  questions 
like  this.  If  the  introduction  ot  foreign 
laborers  benefits  the  coffee  planters  ol  Rio, 
MInas  and  S.  Faulo,  then  they  can  afford 
to  pay  the  cost.  It  is  not  equitable  that 
they  should  have  all  the  benefits  and  pay 
only  a  small  part  of  the  expense.  Besides 
this,  immigration  affects  only  a  very  small 
part  of  the  country,  the  immigrants  coming 
by  preference  to  only  a  half  dozen  of  the 
states.  If  the  others  want  them  they  are 
compelled  to  make  special  appropriations 
and  send  out  special  commissioners.  It  is 
manifestly  unfair  and  injust  that  these 
states,  together  with  those  which  do  not 
seek  immigrants  at  all,  should  be  called 
upon  to  contribute  toward  the  expenses  of 
introduction  tor  the  few  states  which  receive 
all  who  come  under  the  general  propaganda. 
Why  should  Pard  and  Amazonas  pay  for 
the  immigrants  received  by  S.  Paulo,  and 
then  pay  again  for  their  own  special 
imporlations?  And  why  should  Ceari,  Mar- 
anhflo,  and  Piauhy  pay  for  the  labor  needed 
by  Rio  and  Minas  ?  And  still  further,  why 
should  the  tradesmen  and  artizans  of  the 
cities  pay  for  a  service  which  is  designed 
for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  the  planters? 
The  whole  business  is  radically  wrong.  It 
was  wrong  in  the  days  of  the  monarchy 
when  the  central  government  was  supreme, 
and  it  is  even  worse  to-day  when  the  states 
are  supposed  to  manage  their  own  local 
affairs.  It  is  an  inheritance  of  the  days 
when  the  planting  class  was  supreme  and 
the  country  was  governed  solely  in  their 
interests.  And  it  is  a  flagrant  example  of 
the  injustice  which  a  selfish,  dominant  class 
is  capable  of  inflicting  on  a  whole  country 
for  its  exclusive  benefit.  If  a  mill-owner,  or 
a  machinist,  or  a  shoemaker,  wants  foreign 
laborers,  he  can  send  for  them  and  pay  the 
cost  from  his  own  pocket;  but  when  the 
coffee  planter  wants  Chinese,  or  Italians  to 
do  his  work  the  government  is  asked  to 
send  for  them  and  pay  all  the  expenses. 
The  only  safe  way  to  be  just  to  all  classes 
is  to  let  them  all  take  care  of  themselves. 
The  government  may  when  necessary  do 
something  to  develop  transportation  Htcilities 
and  improve  ports,  but  beyond  this  it  should 
not  go.  I 


Anothkr  good  recommendation  made  by 
the  minister  of  finance  refers  to  the  custom 
of  making  Appropriations  for  sundry  public 
works  in  the  states.  The  sum  set  apart  for 
this  purpose  in  the  budget  is  the  very  con- 
siderable total  of  7,03s,854|3oo-a  sum 
which  is  in  reality  thrown  awav.  The 
minister  s-iys  that  this  practice  should  not 
be  continued,  for  it  is  an  absolute  loss  of 
money.  Had  he  desired  to  do  so,  he  could 
have  said  that  it  is  worse  than  a  loss,  for  it 
is  a  source  of  waste  and  corruption,  an 
object  lesson  of  bad  administration.  In 
times  of  prosperity  there  can  be  no  excuse 
for  such  expenditures;  and  if  not  then,  how 
much  leis  so  now  when  the  country  is 
burdened  with  debt  and  maturing  obliga- 
tions. The  Treasury  has  need  of  every 
milreis  which  it  can  obtain  for  the  satisfac- 
tion of  just  debts  and  for  the  maintenance 
of  necessary  services.  Not  one  vintem 
should  be  expended  on  unnecessary  objects. 
Some  of  the  states  And  it  right  to  subsidize 
opera  companies,  to  buy  railways,  tramways, 
waterworks  and  gasworks,  to  build  theatres, 
to  pension  public  employes,  and  to  maintain 
an  army  of  unnecessary  officials.  If  they 
think  it  best  to  throw  away  their  revenues 
in  this  manner,  then  let  them  attend  to 
their  own  local  improvements.  The  prac- 
tice of  appropriating  national  revenue  for 
so-called  public  improvements,  has  been 
one  of  the  great  evils  which  has  obstructed 
the  development  of  good  government  in 
the  United  States.  It  has  been  an  obstacle 
to  legislation,  a  source  of  corruption,  and 
an  element  of  weakness.  Millions  of  dollars 
have  been  wasted  in  worthless  undertakings, 
and  the  people  have  been  led  to  believe 
that  they  have  a  right  to  draw  annually 
upon  the  public  revenue  for  other  equally 
worthless  improvements.  If  the  practice  is 
once  begun  here,  it  will  very  soon  become 
a  burden  too  great  for  the  Brazilian  people 
to  bear.  As  a  rule,  it  is  an  assistance 
which  the  better  men  do  not  ask  for ;  the 
men  who  clamor  for  it  loudest  are  the 
speculators,  contractors,  purveyors,  and 
others  who  have  a  mercenary  interest  in 
the  expenditure  of  public  money.  By  all 
means  let  the  states  take  care  of  themselves, 
and  let  the  minister  of  finance  have  the 
public  revenues  to  meet  public  obligations. 
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The  recent  extension  of  lotteries  through- 
out the  country  can  not  be  considered 
otherwise  than  as  a  dangerous  element  of 
disorder  and  corruption.  It  is  the  custom, 
we  know,  to  consider  it  merely  as  a  mild 
form  of  dissipation ;  an  evil,  of  course,  but 
one  of  no  great  importance.  It  is  reasoned 
that  men  are  born  with  the  instinct  of 
speculation  more  or  less  developed  within 
them,  and  that  they  will  seek  an  outlet. 
for  it  in  some  direction.  It  is  also  reasoned 
that  in  lotteries,  someone  must  gain ;  it  is 
not  all  loss  to  the  investors,  And  besides,  if 
such  institutions  must  exist,  then  they 
should  be  more  or  less  under  the  control  of 
the  state,  and  that  the  public  treasury 
should  be  one  of  the  beneficiaries.  This 
is  of  course  nothing  but  special  pleading, 
ingenious  excuses  for  a  vice  out  of  which 
most  men  hope  to  gain  something.  The 
one  great  prize,  which  goes  to  one  in  ten 
thousand,  is  the  sun  to  which  all  eyes  are 
turned,  and  which  blinds  them  to  the 
weakness  of  their  excuses  as  well  as  to  the 
infinitesimal  chance  they  possess  of  winning 
it.  And  what  is  still  worse,  it  deatlens 
them  to  the  sordid  and  demoralizing  influ 
ences  wliich  the  vice  exerts,  and  to  the 
pernicious  consequences  which  must  follow 
in  a  society  which  encourages  it.  In  every 
place  where  lotteries  flourish,  the  standard 
of  morality  is  low,  and  the  people  arc  in- 
variably idle,  apathetic,  dishonest  and  un- 
progressive.  I'hose  whose  sole  ambition 
is  to  win  a  fortune  by  the  turn  of  fortune's 
Mheel  will  neither  work  nor  think.  And 
when  we  have  a  community  of  such  iilleis, 
we  have  a  society  essentially  vicious,  dis- 
contented, turbulent  and  decadent.  For 
such  a  society  there  can  be  no  real  pro- 
gress, for  as  all  true  wealth  is  dependent 
upon  industry,  so  is  all  progress  dependent 
upon  morality.  It  is  an  evil  sign  in  any 
city  to  see  its  streets  full  of  lottery  ticket 
sellers,  for  It  implies  a  condition  of  idle- 
ness, vice  and  moral  insensibility  which  in 
time  must  bring  utter  demoralizaton  and 
ruin  in  its  train.  If  fortunes  are  to  be 
made  by  the  turn  of  the  wheel,  then  labor 
will  be  scorned  and  industry  will  languish, 
and  without  these  no  country  can  be  strong 
and  rich.  It  is  worth  the  serious  consider- 
atiun  nf  the  Brazilian  people  whether  this 
vice — for  it  is  nothing  but  a  vice— should 
be  permitted   to  continue,     Here  in  Rio 


the  streets  arc  full  of  men  and  boys  who 
are  busy  all  day  long  selling  lottery  tickets, 
there  are  hundreds  of  sliops  and  offices  and 
booths  for  Ihuir  sale,  and  crowds  of  idlers 
and  vagabonds  are  always  in  attendance  at 
the  places  where  the  drawings  take  place. 
If  the  churches  and  schools  could  draw 
such  crowds,  it  would  be  a  bright  augury  for 
the  future.  Let  anyone  go  and  look  at 
one  of  these  crowds  for  five  minutes,  and 
then  let  liiiu  give  his  honest  opinion  of  it. 
Even  the  apologist  for  the  lottery  could 
find  nothing  good  and  hopeful  to  say.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  evil  is  steadily 
growing,  a  thoughtfu!  consideration  of  its 
tendencies  and  influence  can  not  safely  be 
postponed. 


no IV  TO  START  A  CLUB. 

The  Buenos  Aires  Southern  Cross  has  an 
Argentine  admirer  up  in  Kosario  who  sends 
in  occasional  contributions  on  local  news 
for  the  practice  it  afll'ords  him  in  English 
composition.  A  recent  effort  of  this  char- 
acter tells  how  a  new  political  club  was 
inaugurated  in  that  city,  and  is  too  good  to 
be  lost.  The  letter  is  as  follows  : 
^' My  friend  of  major  estimation. 

"It  makes  now  sometime  since  I  not 
write  you  above  the  happenings  locals  and 
the  affiiirs  in  general.  It  shall  be  known  at 
you  that  the  authority  was  abused  in  my 
person  when  I  found  myself  arrested  for  not 
iiave  attend  the  exercises  doctrinals  of  tlie 
guard  iiacioiial.

It  causes  the  laughter.  The  Autonomist 
clement,  in  short,  lakes  itself  the  task  of 
form  a  club— one  more  other  club  local  in 
addition  at  the  already  cxistents.

Legislative  Notes 


THE  SHIP  CANAL  A  T  KIEL. 

The  canal  runs  from  Brunsbutle]  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Elbe  opposite  Cuxhaven  to  Holtenau  on 
the  Baltic,  some  three  and  a  half  miles  north 
of  Kiel,  with  a  total  length  of  ninety-eiglit 
kilometres,  or  about  sixty-one  mile.s,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  not  more  than  thirteen  hours 
wilt  he  required  fur  Ihe  passage,  including  the 
necessary  delay  at  the  lucks,  Its  course  i»  in  a 
slightly  northern  direction  for  about  hall  the 
distance,  curving  south  again  to  the  extremities, 
which  are  almost  in  the  same  latitude  and  as 
nearly  as  possihle  fifty  miles  distant  as  the  crow 
flies. 

By  using  pprlionii  of  existing  waterways  nt 
several  points  —  of  which  the  chief  are  the 
Eider  canal,  and  the  lakes  of  Schirnau,  Audorf

He  had  been  suffering  from  melancholia  for  some 
days  previous  to  his  departure,  which  probably 
led  to  this  act  of  desperation.

—It  is  staled  llinl  Mavuhnl  Ftorinno  Pcixoin  wns 
adviicd  by  some  ol  hin  (liends  not  to  allow  his 
name  to  1)6  used  ill  Ihe  senntovlnl  election  in  this 
city.  They  were  afrnid  that  he  would  he  either 
defeated,  or  elected,  and  in  either  case  lose 
prestige, 

—The  telegrnph  men  nt  Vnlpamisu  have 
iitiliated  the  publication  of  a  Hmalt  monthly  peiiod- 
ical  of  their  own,  cnlled  The  Cable's  Hecorder, 
which  will  be  devoted  to  class  interests  nnd  per- 
sonal news.  It  should  I)e  an  interestini;  paper  for 
all  caWe  men,  and  will  undoubtedly  prove  a  great 
success. 

—The  executive  committee  of  the  federal  repuh- 
■lican  (Glycerio's)  party  has  issned  instructions  to 
■the  members  of  that  party  for  choosing  delegates 
to  a  convention  to  be  held  in  lliis  cily  in  Septem- 
'1>er.  Each  slate  will  be  represented  in  the  con- 
vention by  two  delegates  and  tlie  federal  district 
■by  the  same  number. 

— At  I  o'clock  a.m.  on  the  14th  liiRt.  on  Rtta  do 
Dezembargador  Isidro,  Fraiiciico  Sanches,  a 
police  detective,  discharged  his  revolver  at  a  cat 
'on  his  housetop.  Tlie  report  of  the  pistol  ntlrncted 
the  attention  o(  Manoel  Trajano  Fernandes,  a  cor- 
poral in  the  mounted  police,  who  endeavored  to 
arrest  Sanches.  The  latter  drew  his  revolver  and 
■fired  at  Trajano,  killing  him  instantly. 

—On  Wednesday  Jos^  Gomes  <ie  Carvallio  went 
to  the  oflice  of  the  Jcrnal  do  Bt-asilnnA  complamed 
that  he  and  his  partner  Isidorn  Klappel  had  been 
robbed  of  40,000$  worth  of  jewelry  which  they 
'had  deposited  at  the  house  ol  a  member  nf  the 
municipal  chamber  of  Itaugora  in  (he  state  of  Uio 
de  Janeiro.  He  added  that  (hey  lind  been  arrested 
by  the  police  authorities  nnd  kept  in  prison  for 
several  days. 

— The  indifference  with  which  the  povernmeiit 
treats  the  serious  and  constantly  recurriui;  com- 
plaints B(>alnst  the  postoffice  deserves,  in  oui- 
opinion,  the  severest  censure.  The  prevalence  of 
these  complaints  leads  to  a  general  nnd  apparently 
not  unfounded  belief  that  the  shameful  and  crimi- 
nal practice,  introduced  into  the  postoffice  under 
martial  law,  of  tampering  with  mail  mntter,  has 
not  yet  been  abandoned.  The  honor  of  the 
government  demands  that  this  question  »hou1d  he 
tiioroughly  investigated  and  that  exemplary  pun- 
ishment should  be  inflicted  on  nit  employes  found 
guilty  of  that  disgraceful  practice* 

—We  are  glad  to  see  the  signs  of  increasing 
■prosperity  which  are  nfTorded  bv  our  esteemed 
contemporary /.' ^/o//^  (^«  i';/<i'.  Its  editor,  Mr. 
Cha;'es  Morel,  has  sometimes  had  much  un- 
merited opposition  to  encounter,  and,  like  our- 
selves, he  has  not  always  possessed  the  good  will 
of  the  authorities  nnd  their  friends  because  f/f  his 
plain  speaking,  hut  through  i(  all  he  has  retaine'd 
the  confidence  and  esteem  nl  the  best  element!;  of 
our  business  community.  If  an  Increase  in  si^e 
and  in  advertising  patronage  mean  anything,  then 
our  neighbor  is  now  reaping  his  reward  for  the 
courage  nnd  perseverance  which  he  has  shown 
tinder  trying  circumstances. 

-According  to  a  S.  Paulo  paper  there  was  a 
scene  ol  fisticuffs  in  the  Senate  after  the  vote  on 
the  amnesty  hill.  Gen.  Almeida  Barreto,  who  was 
■very  much  disappointed  with  the  result  of  the 
"voie,  said  that  it  was  in  consequence  of  admitting 
Kuch  men  as  Vicente  Machndo  into  the  Senate. 
Vicente,  feeling  hurt  at  this  remark,  went  and 
coinplaliwd  to  Santos  Andrade.  The  latter  under- 
took to  argue  the  question  with  Almeida 
Barrelo,  who  grew  angry  nnd  threatened  Santos 
Andrade  wilh  corporal  punishment.  Tlien,  says 
the  S.  Paulo  paper,  followed  the  scene  of  fisticutTs, 
which,  however,  was  speedily  brought  to  a  close 
by  the  intervention  of  Coelho  Rodrigues  and 
Raulino  Horn. 

—Some  days  ago  Barlholomeu  Fulchi,  a  mer- 
chant of  Rio  Dranco,  in  (he  state  of  Minns  Gernes, 
was  robbed  in  this  city  of  5,ooo$ooo  by  confidence 
men  who  had  persuaded  him  to  come  from  Minns 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  charge  of  a  boy  with  n 
"fortune  ol  ioo,ooo$ooo  in  gold.  On  his  arrival 
in  this  city  they  took  him  to  a  hotel  and  showed 
hlin  n  small  coiTer  containing  gold,  which  they 
placed  in  his  charge  and  in  which  he  deposited  nt 
their  suggestion  5,ooo$DOO  of  his  own.  This 
coffer  they  succeeded  in  replacing  by  another  con- 
taining lead  and  then  disappeared,  leaving  Fulchi 
In  discover  the  fmudathis  leisure.  Two  of  the 
confidence  men  have  since  been  arrested.  II  these 
tricks  are  to  be  suppressed,  the  nulhorilies  will 
liave  to  punish  the  fools  whose  dishonest  greed 
■leads  them  into  the  traps. 

— Some  days  ago  the  office  of  the  cleric  of  the 
first  assistant  delegate  of  police  was  robbed,  and 
liist  Friday  when  the  clerk  entered  the  oflice,  he 
found  on  the  floor  a  package  containing  22i$O00 
and  the  following  letter :—"  What  occurred  at 
your  office  was  done  by  me  and  wns  not  a  robbery. 
You  can  readily  understand  that,  if  I  were  a  thief, 
I  should  not  have  left  in  the  drawer  valuable 
jewelry  which  if  once  taken  by  me  no  one  would 
ever  discover.  This  I  assure  you  ;  for,  as  a  detec- 
tive, I  know  how  the  business  is  done.  My  only 
object  was  to  prove  that  the  offices  of  the  assistant 
delegate  should  not  continue  to  be  neglected,  as  is 
now  the  case,  and  to  help  poor  detectives  who  do 
■ail  the  work  and  are  shamefully  treated,  while 
(itliers  get  good  salaries  lor  doing  nothing  and 
^pend  their  time  in  arresting  and  releasing  rich 
thieves  without  the  knowledge  of  the  police.  Do 
not  suspect  the  person  you  questioned  yesterday, 
for  he  is  innocent.  It  was  I  wlio  performed  the 
(eat,  having,  like  otiiers,  the  right  to  enteror  leave 
the  house  at  any  hour  of  the  niglit  without  exciting 
suspicion.

THE  HYBRIDISATION  OF  COFFEE. 

According  to  a  Coorg  (India)  correspondent  of 
the  Times  of  dy Ion  an  attempt  (o  obtain  a  hybrid 
horn  the  Arabian  nnd  Liberian  coffee  plants,  has 
not  been  successful.  He  says:— It  is  discourag- 
iiig  to  hear  tliat  the  plants  raised  from  seed  from 
liis  liybrid  trees  by  Mr.  Brooke-Mocked,  of  My- 
sore, have  not  turned  out  as  expected.  With  tlie 
exception  of  one  here  and  there,  they  bear  very 
little  resemblance  to  the  hybrids,  some  of  them 
resembling  coffee  Arabica  nnd  some  Lihericn.  In 
fact,  there  has  been  reversion  to  type.  I  expected 
thnt  this  would  be  the  case,  ns  we  nve  taught  in 
botany  thnt  hybrids  only  produce  seed  abundantly 
when  fertilized  by  the  pollen  of  one  of  tlieir 
jiarenis,  and  lor  this  very  reason  there  is  tiound 
tn  be  reversion.  To  get  trui;  hybrid,  the  seed 
must  be  the  result  of  cross-fertilization  between 
two  distinct  species,  Hybrids  are  very  rare  in 
nature  nnd  Mr.  Mockett's  (wo  hybrids  appear  to 
be  t!ie  result  of  chance  cross-lertili^-ntion  lietweeii 
Arabian  nnd  Liberi.in  coffee.  He  was  offered  as 
much  ns  Ri,ooo  a  bushel  lor  his  hybrid  seed,  but 
refused  the  offer  !  Lucky  for  the  wonld-be  pur- 
cliasers  ns  iliey  would  liave  regretted  the  bargain. 
To  be  able  to  raise  anything  like  a  sulliciency  of 
hybrids  for  planting  large  areas  with  would  now 
a|i|iear  hopeless,  so  planters  had  better  turn  their 
attention  to  oilier  species,  Maragogipe  for  instance, 
Ii  seems  lo  have  been  quite  n  success  on  Mr. 
Griffin's  estate  on  the  Kilglris,  nnd  from  all  ac- 
counts is  nearly  equal  to  the  celebrated  hybrids,

Coffee, —The  period  fixed  fir  free  sbipnitnts  expirud  on 
tlie  islli,  nnd  with  ihe  new  week  the  legulnlioufi  enforcinc 
the  prcseutaliou  of  ^«'Vw  fur  ihe  clenrnnce  of  cofTee  come 
iiilo  effect.  The  past  week  has  ?howu  nctive  slii|iniciils  again, 
nnd  Home  40,000  bngs  were  reiinrted  sold,  but  it  is  evident  that 
upwards  of  100,000  b.igs  have  never  been  reported,  nnd 
this  morning  the  brokers  vciilied  .-itocl;  to  be  90,000  bags,  or 
19,000  bags  less  than  was  esiliu:iieJ. 

Quotations  were  reduced  by  300— 1,0.7  is.  per  arroha  ou 
the  iQth,  and  the  exporters  would  rtppenr  to  have  no  reason 
to  cnmplnin  ofthepricca  receiiily  pnid  ;  to  an  outsider  ilit 
weiknesi  shown  by  holder.s  nteded  some  u^plnnniion,  which 
we  confess  we  were  unable  10  furnish.  About  how  the 
market  will  rc-opeii  there  is  smue  diversity  of  opinion,  but 
it  is  generally  conceded  that  prices  nre  low,  and  the  factors 
are  not  nl  all  unlikely  lo  resist  an  niicmpt  at  forcing  a  further 
decline.  In  ibeirlnvfi"  are  the  sninll  leceipl  and  the  probability 
thnt  new  codecs  cannot  be  expected  before  the  Inker  part  of 
next  mouthjWhilengainsl  them  nre  die  recent  heavy  shipnienis 
within  n  limited  period  nnd  ihe  season  which,  is  generally 
quiet  iu  constiming  markets. 

h'rom  F.urnpe  the  advices  nre  certiiinly  belter,  and  the 
Hnvre  specnlntors  been  sprending  their  stocks  over  llie  other 
markel.
